The final whistle blows and the Rutland High Schootsoccer teams walk off the field with 
disappointment in their eyes. It seemed to happen all too often this season for both the boys' 
and the girls' varsity teams. Despite much adversity throughout this season, the soccer 
teams made the must of their misfortune. When they did win, the jubilation felt among the 
crowd was unbelievable. 

Although they had a challenging season in general, the girls soccer team did accomplish 
their tradiHonai goals in style. After beating rival MS] 4-0 on a crisp autumn night, the 
Raiders entered their last week of the season with high hopes. Unfortunately, this enthusiasm 
didn't pay off until the season came to a close. Entering the playoffs as the fourteenth seed, 
the Raiders treked up to Mississquoi in confusitm about their future. In a shocking upset, the 
girls ousted the T-Birds 2-1 in a game full of excitement. Surprisingly, the Raiders came away 
victorious, earning the third seed and becoming the first Rutland girls' soccer team to host a 
playoff game.
